nine grades, 40 pupils and one 
teacher. 

The Andersons ran cattle 
during the summer in the Little 
Kern basin and the Soda Creek 
country. When he was 14 years 
old, Laurence spent the summer 
alone. in the Sierra, doing a 
man’s work in handling the 
range cattle. 

Laurence and the former 
Hazel Martin, a.few months after 
they were mafried in 1919, 
spent the summer looking after 
cattle in the White meadow 
country. 

Faced bya declining cattle 
market following World War I, 
Anderson drove a high school 
bus between Porterville and 
Springville and Mrs. Anderson 
taught school to “hold their 
ranch business together.” Later, 
Anderson drove tank truck for 
the Shell Oil company. 

As the economy picked up, 
Anderson went back to work 
with his father in. the cattle 
business, but when the 
depression of the late ’20s and 
early 30s hit, he got a job with

the U.S. Forest Service, working 
on the Sunday Peak lookout for 
a summer then at. the Fulton 
Ranger station; Glennville, . as 
dispatcher for District Ranger 
Bob Beard. 

After four years with the 
Forest Service, he joined the 
Porterville City Police 
department under Chief Lee 
Martin; during World War II he 
worked in the Sausalito ship 
yards as a guard; returned to the 
Milo country after. the war to 
raise turkeys; worked four years 
as a deputy under Tulare County 
Sheriff Ben Gurr, serving as 


- captain of the- Porterville 


substation; then took over the 
family cattle operation when his 
father retired. 

After celebrating their SOth 
wedding anniversary in 1969, 
the Andersons sold, out their 
holdings and retired to 
California City. But being 
“‘mountain people,’ they 
returned to the Tule river

DUFFY LEGISLATION TO IDENTIFY 


DONORS FOR MEDICAL TRANSPLANTS 


SACRAMENTO — 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy 
(R-Hanford) has introduced 
legislation designed to expedite 
the identification of potential 
donors for medical transplants. 

The bill, supported by the 
Northern California Transplant 
Bank and the Institute for 
Medical Research, and 
coauthored by Senator Dennis 
Carpenter, would require that all 
state-issued identification cards 
and driver’s licenses contain a 
space where the holder of the 
card may indicate his willingness 
and intent to donate his organs 
for medical purposes upon his 
death. 

The space would contain a 
statement sufficient to meet the 
terms of the’ Uniform 
Anatomical Gift Act. When the 
license or card is issued, ‘the 


licensee indicates his willingness’* 


to become a donor by signing 
the statement in the presence of 
two witnesses. The. witnesses will 
also sign the statement. 

Duffy noted that the 
bereaved relatives of an accident 
victim are often too shocked to 
make all the necessary 
arrangements for a donation. 
“The decision to use an organ 
must be made shortly after the 
death of the individual, or the 
organ is of no use, Yet. many 
people are unwilling or unable to 
make such an important decision 
so soon upon the death of a 
loved one. 

“My bill will eliminate this 
added responsibility, since it will 
allow the potential donor to 
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decide for himself whether or 
not he wants to be a donor, and 
not force relatives to make this 
decision themselves.” 


Interest Rate 
On Price Support 
Loans Lowered 


VISALIA — Effective April 1, 
USDA decreased its interest 
rates on price. support 
commodity loans, and on farm 
istorage facility and drying 
equipment loans from 9.375 to 
6.125 per annum. 

“This reflects a decrease to 
the Commodity Credit 
Corporation in the cost of 
money that it borrows,” 
according to Bob Clark, 
chairman of the Tulare County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation (ASC) committee. 

The decreased interest rate 
will apply to outstanding loans, 
for. which applications were 
made on or after October 1, 
1974, and to new loans 


disbursed on and after April 1, - 


Clark said.

FRESNO — Valley Nitrogen 
Producers, a Fresno-based 
farmer cooperative, has received 
a full shipload of ammonium 
sulfate from Rotterdam into the 
Port of Stockton. Over 22,000 
tons of the fertilizer were 
discharged from the Greek 
freighter, M.V. Manna.

Illegal Aliens 
' SACRAMENTO — Welfare 
payments to illegal aliens would 
cease if a bill introduced by 
Senator Howard Way becomes 
law. 

Way said, ‘“‘Under the 
provisions of the bill, an alien 
applicant for welfare will be 
required to present 
documentation in accordance 
with federal regulations that he 
is in the country legally, or that 
he is residing in the United 
States under color of law.” 

“Existing law,” said Way, 
“‘provides that an otherwise 
qualified alien may receive 
welfare if he merely certifies 
that he is not in the country 
illegally, not under a deportation 
order, or is married to an 
individual not under a 
deportation order. The alien 
need not actually prove he is 
legally present in the country.” 

Way continued, “Until last. 
year the Department of Benefit 
Payments interpreted the statute 
as requiring aliens to prove their 
presence in the country was 
legal, but a recent Sacramento 
Superior Court decision held 
that interpretation to be 
erroneous.” 

The significance of the 
decision is that the state must 
now prove that an alien 
applicant is in the country 
illegally before it can deny him 
welfare. According to Way the 
result will be increased welfare 
costs at the state and county 
levels. 

Said Way, “It is clear to me 
the statute is much broader than 
necessary or appropriate and 
should be tightened. The 
changes I have proposed will 
eliminate a source of welfare 
abuse and operate for the 
benefit and protection of 
California citizens.” 


TIMBER FUNDING 


WASHINGTON — The USS. 
Department of Agriculture has 
announced a 1975 Forestry 


- Incentives program (FIP) aimed 


at improving the nation’s timber 
production by stimulating better 
forest management practices on 
the vast acreage of small private 
timber ownership tracts:~The 
program will tentatively be 
funded at the $25 million level 
authorized by Congress.

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WELFARE FOR ILLEGAL A

Last January, a Sacramento 


Superior Court judge ruled that » 


illegal aliens living in California 
are -entitled to ¢ollect welfare 
benefits under the Aid to 
Families with Dependent 
Children (AFDC) and Medi-Cal 
programs. 

The ruling has a significant 


impact on the welfare caseloads _ 


and the tax burden of the State 
of California. The figures are 
staggering - it is estimated by the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
service that 450,000 illegal aliens 
presently reside in our State and 
over 3/4 of them are 
unemployed: This translates into 
$6 million that the State must 
pay annually in welfare benefits 
to illegal aliens. With 
unemployment and the 
cost-of-living rising, plus a 
prediction that another 2.5 
million illegal aliens will enter 
the United States this year, the 
$6 million figure should more 
than double during the next few 
years. 

Before this decision was 
made, California already was 
faced with $1.6 billion in 
welfare and Medi-Cal payments 
for next year - money that the 
State doesn’t have and the 
taxpayers cannot afford. Yet the 
State has always recognized that 


it has an obligation to see that 
California tax money is used to. 
better the lives of California’s | 
taxpayers and their families. The 


question is whether the State is 
also obligated to people who 
enter this country illegally. 

At a time when California is 
confronted with an unhealthy 


economy and a real threat of | 


bankruptcy, every step must be 
taken to assure that each tax 
dollar is spent wisely. 
Assemblyman -Mike 
Antonovich.. (R-Glendale) has 
introduced legislation (AB 1116) 
prohibiting illegal aliens from 


receiving public welfare. The bill. 
declares that “aliens shall be . 


eligible to receive aid only if 
lawfully admitted for permanent 
residence or otherwise 
permanently residing in the U.S. 
under the law,’’ 

California, through its 
taxpayers’ dollars, is well-known 
in this country for its generous 
benefits for the unemployed, 
aged, poor, handicapped and 
other disadvantaged residents. It 
is virtually impossible to 
continue to provide for its own 
people and assume the financial 
burden of hardship cases from 
other countries.

IMMATURE MELONS FROM MEXICO | 
PICKED UP BY STATE INSPECTORS 


SACRAMENTO ~— Inspectors 
from the California Department 
of Food and Agriculture, as well 
as county inspectors, are 
carefully watching Mexican 
melon shipments for signs of 
immature fruit and during the 
last few weeks, state Fruit and 
Vegetable Quality Control 
inspectors at the Banning 
Inspection station and county 
inspectors at the wholesale 
terminal markets rejected 2,871 
containers of immature Mexican 
cantaloupes and 638 containers 
of immature Mexican 
honeydews. 

The melons had been shipped 
from Mexico to Texas and 
reshipped into California from 
Texas. All shipments were 
placed’ under noncompliance 
orders, and must either be 
brought into state compliance 
by removing the immature 
melons from the containers, or 
the entire container must be 
shipped out of state. 

To assure consumers of 
mature quality produce, state 
and county inspectors begin 
watchirig produce from _ areas 
that are starting their harvest 
seasons. Since the beginning of 


the harvest season several weeks 
ago, Mexican melons have been 
checked at the truck inspection 
stations as well as at the 
wholesale and retail markets.

““Inaccuracies in passenger vehicle 


speedometers often mean a driver isn’t really sure when he is moving 
55 mph, but there is an easy way to check,” Lt. J.L. Thompson, 
commander of the California Highway Patrol’s Porterville area, said. 

By driving through a measured mile and calculating elapsed. time, 
actual speed can be determined. The key figure is 65 seconds; this is 
how long it takes to move one mile at 55 mph and if it takes less 
than 65 seconds, speed is exceeding 55 mph. 

Elapsed time may be converted to MPH by using the following 


conversion table, Thompson says: 
70 seconds = 51.4 MPH 
69 seconds = 52.1 MPH 
68 seconds = 52.9 MPH 
67 seconds = 53.7 MPH 
66 seconds = 54.5 MPH 
65 seconds = 55.3 MPH

Wallace said he approved of 
one non-Acala research request, 
modified a second and rejected 
two others. The proposals are 
reviewed annually by a director’s 
advisory group called the Cotton 
Study committee, which has 12 
members including university, 
grower, and processor interests. 

Wallace said there are a great 
many other research projects 
into various aspects of cotton 
industry, including cultural 
practices, disease problems, 
processing, yield and marketing. 
He wants to put “some order 
and openness to the cotton 
prevent 
annual crises involving last 
minute special requests, and let 
everybody see where the various 
research efforts are taking the 
industry.” 

Wallace said he has already 
proposed the plan to Jim 
Kendrick, vice president of the 
University of California, Division 
of Agricultural Sciences, who 
has agreed to it in principle. He 
said they plan to meet soon to 
work out details. 

He said the committtee’s job 
would entail review of the entire 
cotton research situation 
including who does what, should 
they do it, what are the funding 
alternatives, what level of 
funding is needed, what kind of 
research is needed, and what 
should be the relationships 
among industry, producer, 
university, federal and. state 
entities. 

In reviewing the non-Acala 
cotton requests, Wallace noted 
the 40-year-old _ one-variety 


quality Acala strain. 

“Acala has become respected 
by the trade as a_ quality, 
homogeneous product and is a 
successful competitor on world 
markets,” he said. Plantings of 
other varieties of cotton always 
entails a risk of contaminating 
the Acala strain and thereby 
spoiling the homogeneity of the 
yalley-produced cotton, so every 
research request involving 
non-Acala cotton must be 
carefully evaluated. 

Other types of cotton are 
permitted in the desert growing 
regions south of the Tehachapi 
mountains.

24 Percent 


Decrease In 
Cotton Acreage 


SACRAMENTO — A 24 
percent decrease in California 
cotton acreage, amounting to 
some 300,000 acres - is being 
predicted for the 1975 season by 
the California Crop and 
Livestock Reporting service. 

California growers have 
reported intentions to plant 6.70 
million acres to field crops this 
year, about one percent less than 
in 1974, with cotton 
representing the largest acreage 
decrease. 

Dry bean acreage is expected 
to be down 30 percent; all hay 
crops down four percent; and 
rice and potatoes also below 
1974. 

Wheat shows a 197,000 acre 
increase over last year. Sugar 
beets, barley; and, grain sorghum 
also indicate substantial gains 
ovet 1974.

Doctor says that content of 
the new collectors’ édition will 
be the same as the Original 
edition, except additional 
information that he obtained 
following the first publication 
will be included. 

This new information 
principally involves McKinney’s 
unbelievable ride across the 
Arizona desert into California 
with posses closing in from all 
directions, and a skirmish in the 
Glennville country where 
McKinney was wounded. 

Called ‘‘the last of the 
western bad men,’ McKinney 
resided in Porterville before the 
turn of the century. He was 
involved in several killings, then, 
in 1902, “shot up” Porterville, 
killed his best friend, Billy Lynn, 
headed north in a_ buggy, 
doubled back to Rocky Hill, 
eventually made’ his way over 
Greenhorn and into Arizona, 
where he “disappeared” for a 
time. 

After killing two men in 
Arizona, he headed back across 
the desert for Bakersfield as 
several posses tried to intercept 
him and as newspaper men, 
tiding with the posses, turned 
Out sensational copy for 
metropolitan newspapers across 
the nation. 

The final shootout came in a 
Bakersfield Joss house, where 
McKinney was killed, but not 
before he killed Burt Tibbetts, 4 
law officer and father of the 
noted opera singer, Lawrence 
Tibbetts. 

McKinney is buried in the 
Porterville cemetery.

SOIL AND WATER 


CONSERVATION 
PROGRAM FUNDED 


WASHINGTON — The USS. 
Department of Agriculture has 
announced a 1975 Agricultural 
Conservation program (ACP) 
designed to encourage the 
application of enduring soil and 
water conservation practices on 
the nation’s farms. 

The 1975 program will offer 
both annual and long-term 
conservation agreements with 
farmers. It will share with 
farmers from 50 to 75 percent 
of the cost of carrying out 


approved soil, water and 
woodland conservation 
practices. Under long-term 


agreements, cost-sharing will be 
scheduled over a period of from 
3 to 10 years. The agreements 
will be based on conservation 
farm plans approved by local 
Soil Conservation Districts. 

The program will be 
administered by the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service through its 
farmer-elected committee 
system. The Soil Conservation 
Service will provide planning and 
technical assistance on servicing 
of practices and long-term 
agreements.

Memory Honored 
At Bakersfield 


LOS ANGELES — A woman 
lawmaker active in the 1960 
legislative struggle that led to 
formation of The California 
State University and Colleges has 
been honored by trustees of the 
19-campus system. 

The designation of a building 
at California. State College, 
Bakersfield, in memory of 
Dorothy Donahoe came almost 
on the 15th anniversary of 
passage of the Califomia Master 
Plan for Higher Education. 

It was in April 1960 that the 
plan was approved. Miss 
Donahoe, a vigorous exponent, 
died on April 4 while 
deliberations were continuing, 
and her legislative colleagues 
titled the bill as the Donahoe 
Higher Education act. 

Miss Donahoe represented 
eastern Kern county in the State 
Assembly for eight years; and it 
was while she was chairman of 
the Assembly Education 
committee that the master. plan 
was introduced.

Anderson Honored

Pierpoint Spring. 

The Andersons have two 
sons: Clarence, who with his 
wife, lives at Palo Alto; and 
Robert Laurence who is 
attending college at San Luis 
Obispo. 

In reminiscing about “the old 
days,” Anderson recalls that 
eighth graders were required to 
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. for more fun 
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before they could graduate. By 
the time he took the 
examination, he was the only 
eighth grader at the Mountain 
View school, however, Alice 
McDonald; who attended 
Dennison school, also took the 
test at Mountain View, since 
Dennison had exhausted its 
budget and had closed two 
weeks earlier. 

Anderson’s teacher at 
Mountain View was Louise 
Cross, whose father had the 
Cross Hardware store in Visalia. 

“The schools were the center 
of community entertainment 
during the early davs of the 
century.” Anderson recalls, “and 
teachers had school plays and 
dialogues, as they were called, 
about once a month. Sometimes 
two schools would go together 
and -put on plays. Basket socials 
were also popular in the 
communities.” 

Young people often gathered 
at the old Milo hall for roller 
skating parties, the hall having 
once been a dance hall but had 
been abandoned for some time, 
Anderson recalls. 

“The windows were knocked 
out and the floor had many knot 
holes,’ Anderson says, “but this 
was no problem. We used lids 
from tin cans to cover the 
holes.” 

Anderson and his sister, (Cora 
Norris who still lives on property 
purchased in 1916 by Marion 
Anderson, known as the Fred 
Prescott place) learned to skate 
in a barn on the Anderson ranch. 

Again it was necessary to 
patch knot holes with tin can 
lids, and at night light was from 
kerosene. lanterns. 

As for riding as a parade 
grand marshal - that’s something 
of a family tradition. Anderson’s 
father was so honored in the 
1950s in both the Porterville 
rodeo and Springville rodeo 
parades.
